SWELLING THE PENSION ROLLS. 


The House Passes the Senate’s Service Pen- 
sion Bill. 

WASHINGTON, April 30.—After the reading 
of the journal the house proceeded to vote 
upon the passage of the bill for the classifica- 
tion of’ worsted cloths as woolen cloths. The 
bill was passed—yeas 138, nays 0, the speaker 
counting a quorum. The text of the bill is as 
follows: 

That the secretary of ithe treasury be, and he 
hereby is, authorized and directed to classify as 
woolen cloths all imports of worsted cloth, 
whether known under the name of worsted cloth 
or under the name of worsteds or diagonals or 
otherwise. . 

THE SERVICE PENSION BILL. 

Mr. McKinley, of Ohio, from the committee 
on rules, reported a resolution providing for 
the immediate consideration of the senate 
service pension bill, to which the Morrill 
service pension bill may be ordered as a sub- 
stitute, the previous question to be considered 
as ordered at 4 o’clock. 

Mr. Carlisle, of Kentucky, protested against 
the adoption of resolutions of this character, 
which took away from the committee of the 
whole the right to consider many bills, and 
forced the house to.a vote upon them aftera 
brief debate. It was estimated that the Mor- 
riil bill involved an expenditure of $40,000,000 
and the senate bill an expenditure of $37,000,- 
000. One of these bills it was propssed to 
pass after three hours debate. It was nov fair 
to the members of the house. It was not fair 
to the tax-payers of the country. The pension 
estimates were never liberal enough and he 
undertook to say that the expenditure under 


=f: senate bill would amount to $45,000,000,

440,000, at an annual cost of $39,629,000. The 
object of the bill wasto render aid to every 
soldier over sixty-two years of age, to every 
disabled soldier without regard to age, and to 
the widows of deceased soldiers who needed 


assistance. 


Mr. Jarsney, of Missouri, opposed the Dill 
becatse it made no discrimination between a 
soldier who served three months and a soldier 
who served three years; because it made no 
distinction between disability arising from ser- 
vice in the army and disability resulting’ from 
the vicions conduct of the person to whom the 
pension was granted. The pending bill ought 
not go into history under the appellaticn of 
the Morrill bill, but under the appellation of 
the immoral bill. 

The Morrill bill was agreed to as asubstitute 
for the senate bill—yeas 183, nays 71. 

Mr. Yoder moved to recommit the bill with 
instructions to the committee on invalid pen- 
sions to report back a per diem pension bill. 

The motion to recommit was losi—yeas 48; 
nays 161. 

TERMS CF THE BILL. 

The bill authorizes the secretary of the in- 
terior to place on the pension roll the name 
of any officer or enlisted man of sixty years of 
age or ovér, er who shall hereafter reach that 
age, who served ninety days or more in the 
army, navy or marine corps of the United 
States during the war of the rebellion, and 
Shall have received an honorable discharge 
therefrom; said pension to commence from 
the date of application therefor, and to con- 
tinue during the life of said officer or enlisted 
man, at the rate of $8 a-month. AlJl persons 
who served ninety days or more in the military 
or naval service ¢éf the United States 
during the late var, who have been honorably 
discharged therefrom, and who are now,or 
may, hereafter be, suffering from mental or 
physical disability, equivalent to the grade 
now established in the pension office for a 
rating of cight dollars per month, upon due 
proof of the fact, according to such rules and 
regulations as the secretary of the interior 
may provide,shal! be placed upon the list of in- 
valid pensioners of the United States at the 
rate of eight dollars per month. — Italso pro- 
vides for a pension to the widow of any soldier 
when she sha!l arrive at the age of sixty years, 
or when she shall be without other means of 
support than her daily labor. 


CUSTOMS ADMINISTRATIVE BILL. 


Amendments Offered but None 
Adopted, 

WasuixcTon, April 20.—Myv. Dolph, from 
the committee on foreign relations, reported to 
the senate the concurrent resolutions request- 
ing the president to negotiate with the govern- 
ments of Great Britain and Mexico with a view 
of securing treaty stipulations for the preven- 
tion of the entry into the United States of Chi- 
nese from Canada and Mexico, and he asked 
for its immediate consideration.

THE CUSTOMS BILL. 

The concurrent resolution went over till to- 
morrow, and the senate resumed consideration 
of the customs administrative bill. 

The amendment offered yesterday by Mr. 
Dawes, that in cases of the importation of 
books, magazines and periodicals, ing 
ports, but one declaration of entry sq 
required, was agreed to. 

‘he amendment offered yesterday by Mr. 
Vest, providing that the general appraiser who 
originally acted on the case shall be excluded 
from the beard of trade,the generml appraisers, 
to who an appeal may be made, was dis- 
cussed at much length. 

The discussion turned largely on the right of 
an importer to be represented by council be- 
fore the board of appraisers, Mr. Vest con- 
tending for that right, and calling attention to 
the fact that the sentence in the house bill 
which provided for it had beeh struck out by 
the finance committee. 

Mr. Allison stated that the sentence in 
the house bill was an interpolation of principle 
which had existed since the foundation of the 
government. He said that, as a matter of 
fact, it was the practice now, on proper occa-~ 
sions, to hear counsel, and often to hear 
counsel at great length. But it was not re- 
garded asa wise thing to compel executive 
officers to open their offices as if they were 
public courts, and to allow counsel to appear 
and cross-examine witnesses. He submitted 
that that would be so vicious in the city of 
New York as to preclude absolutely the trans- 
action of business. 

THE AMENDMENT DEFERATED. 

Finaily a vote was taken and Mr. Vest’s 
amendment (to exclude from the board 
of appraisers an appraiser who had orig- 
inally acted on an entry) was disagreed to— 
yeas 20, nays 29 (party vote, except that of Mr. 
McPherson, who yoted in the negative with the 
republicans). 

Mr. Quay moved to amend the fifteenth 
amendment of the administrative bill ‘by in- 
sérting a provision giving toan importer who 


. is dissatisfied the right to begin a common law 


suit in the United States circuit court. 

Without further action the bill was laid 
aside, Mr. Quay’s amendment pending. .

His Address at the Grand Opera House—The

CHARLESTON, S. C., April 30.—Henry Wat- 
terson’s address on the subject of ‘‘Money and 
Morals,’’ was delivered at the Grand opera 
house in the presence of one of the most bril- 
liant audiences ever assembled in Charleston.

TRAGEDY IN A COURTROOM. 


A Woman Kills Her Husband, Who Was in 
Court for Beating Her. 

MempPuis, April 50.—A sensational shooting 
occurred in the police court this morning, re- 
sulting in the death of Jake Ackerman,a well- 
known thief, highwayman and train. robber. 
Ackerman was arrested Monday night on the 
charge of wife-beating. This morning when 
the case was called inthe police court the 
prisoner and his wife were standing side by 
side. Ackerman spoke to her and at the same 
time handed hera written request for some 
clean clothes. The woman bent her head for 
an instant to hear what he had to say, 
and then, without warning, drew a revolver 
from beneath her cloak and presented it with- 
in a few inches of Ackerman’s abdomen, 
and pulled the trigger. Before anyone could 
realize what had happened, she fired two more 
shots at Ackerman, who had fallen to the 
floor, and was writhing in agony.. An hour 
later he was dead. 

BOTH BAD CHARACTERS. 

Ackerman was a notorious crook. He had 
seryed terms in the penitentiaries of Missis- 
sippi, Louisiana, Kansas and- Nebraska. ‘The 
burglaries, robberies and confidence games he 
is accredited with are innumerable. At the 
time of his killing he was wanted at Omaha 
for the robbery of Mo ’s silk store. Mrs.” 
Ackerman, whose maiden name was Lizzie 
Broderick, came from a respectable family of 
Camoer, Mo. She ‘has n for years an in- 
mate of various bagnios throughout the couh- 
try, but was always a staunch friend of her 
husband, notwithstanding his cruel treatment 
of her. She killed him, she says, because she 
was afraid he would murder her-if he got out.

THE GREAT DEMONSTRATION OF 


THE LABORERS 
FOR A SHORTER WORKING DAY. 
Precantions Against Riots in Paris and 


Elsewhere—A rrest of Anarchists—The 
Strike ef the Carpenters. 


- Paris, April 30.—The authorities through- 
gut France are continuing their energetic 
measures to prevent any disturbance tomor- 
row. The police continue to arrest anarchists 


| in this city, suspected of being connected with 


the plot to inaugurate a revolution by means 
of dynamite, Among those just taken into 
eustody is the Rowpanian, Stojanoff, who is 
the author of the revolutionary placard posted 
about the city. It is rumored here that Louise 
Michel, the well-known anarchist, has been 
arrested at Lyons. 

Several of the Paris papers state that the 
Duke de Luynes will be arrested in conse- 
ajuence of the discovery by the police at the 
residence of the Marquis DeMores, of papers 
implicating him in the plot of DeMores and 
his friends to proclaim the duke of Orleans as 
king of France. M. Mondacq, private secre- 


tary to the- Marquis DeMores, who was ar- 


rested on suspicion of being implicated in the 
conspiracy, has been discharged from custody. 

The Italian anarchist Cipriani, who was 
arrested for inciting workingmen to violence, 
will be expelied from the country. Two cav- 
alry regiments have been. sent to Vincennes 
from Fontainebleau and Melun. 

The prefect of the district of Rhone has in- 
structed the mayor of Lyons not to receive any 
deputation while disorder prevails in the 
Streets. The mayor has, therefore, closed the 
hall. 

PRECAUTIONS AGAINST DISORDERS. 

Berwin, April 30.—The government is 
taking great precautions to suppress any dis- 
orders that may arise from the celebration to- 
morrow by the workingmen. The troops in 
the various districts in which'trouble is threat- 
ened are being paraded and put througli a 
course of exercise in the tactics for the sup- 
pression of rioting. The detachments of 
troops around Potsdam have been supplied 
with ball cattridges, which they will useif 
called upon to disperse the rioters and mect 
with resistance. Railway trains are held in 
readiness to instantly convey reinforcements 
of troops to any point where disturbances 
break out. 

It is estimated that there are 25,000 working 
men on strike in Germany. 

The Volksblatt, the workingmen’s paper, 
says the workmenfare determined to act in-a 
peaceable manner tomgrrow. All attempts to 
create disorder, the paper says, will fail. 

MINISTER CONSTANS TALKS. 

Lonpon, May 1.—The Paris correspondent 
of the Times says that in an interview Minis- 
ter Constans declared that he had no fear con- 
cerning Mayday. The discontented, he said, 
would exhibit their strength, but so also 
would the larger party of law-abiders, thus fa- 
cilitating the task of the government. The 
minister continued : 

“IT have ordered the arrest of fifty anarchists 
Louise Michel was 
‘arrested for incendiary speeches at Roanne. 
Six hundred and fifty cudgels were found in 
the house of Marquis De Mores, with which it 
was intended to arm rioters. I shall continue 
to take precautions until all danger is passed. 
Then Fshall take steps to expel: from Frond 
4,000 of 5,000 foreigners Who endanger public 
security. Toleration has become a erime. I 
intend to purgesthe country without delay. It 
1s time to sto; a attempt to start a perma- 
nent conflagiat among us, which,§if it 
should break out; would consume the world.” 

One of the anarchists arrested yesterday had 
in his possession a manifesto which shows that 
he intended, with friends, to sack shops and 
banks. In consequence of this revelation; the 
number of watchmen in all the banks has been 
doubled. The Labor exchange is guarded by 
the police. , 

STATIONING THE GUARDS. 

M. Floquet, president of the chanfber of 
deputies, has instructed the questors of the 
chamber to receive deputations of workmen 
who come to present their grievances when 
such depntatious are composed of not more 
than five persons. No deputation from a street 
assembly, however, will be received. In ad- 
dition to the regular Paris garrison, which 
will be held in their barracks tomorrow in 
readiness for service, eight cavalry regiments 
have been placed at the disposai of the goy- 
ernor of the city. These troops will be sta- 
tioned at the palace of Elysees, President 
Carnot’s residence, the legislative chambers, 
aud at other points where disorder is likely to 
occur, There will. be no interruption by the 
authorities of street traffic throughout the city.

ABOUT THE WORLD'S ARTICLES. 


He Says the Parties Who Stole Stewart's 
Bones Are Gentlemen as Compared to 
Publishers of the World.

New Yors, April 30.—The grand jury has 
handed inindictments against J oseph Pulitzer, 
John H. Cockerell, Julius Chambers and 
James F. Graham, of the New York World, 
for criminal libe!. The ingictment was found 
on the complaint of ex-Judge Hilton. The 
World recently publishéd a series .of articles 
giving a true account, asit alleged, of ex-Judge 
Hilton’s connection with the A. T. Stewart 
estate. 

The following letter was received by District 
Attorney Fellows from ex-Judge Henry Hil- 
ton, on the 23d instant: 

I beg to call your attention to the series of libel- 
ous articlesg upon the late Alexander T. Stewart 
and upon myself, which appeared in the New 
York World, from the 14th to the 19th instant. 
The articles, as will appear on the most casual 
inspecti@y, are grossly libelous on their face, 
though they consist chiefly in groundless insiau- 
tions, assumptions and conclusions, and are con- 
Spicuously barren of allegations of fact. I have 
tried too long, and had to much experience of life, 
and been too much accustomed to misrepresenta- 
tion and abuse, to be disturbed by the utterances 
of such mendacious miscreants, and cannot be 
compelled to buy my peace from abuse by them, 
either by the payment of money or by advertisin 
in such an infamous sheet; nor would I think ¢ 
dignifying them by bringing a civil suit for libel. £ 
do not go “skunk-hunting” for pleasure. It is» 
game, the capture of which scarcely repays’ the 
chase. Besides, however, much such libelous ar- 
ticles may , il the tastes of the envious aud 
vicious. I know that they do not generally imftu- 
ence the opinions.of decent men, ex¢ept to inspire 
disgust for the writer and the publisher of them. 
The base motive of these articles is quite apparent 
to anyone who knows anything of the su-catied 
“journalism” practiced by this paper. Mad those 
articles been confined to libeling me,I should 
lave treated them with contemptuous silence; but 
when they malign the memory of my dear friend 
and benefactor, whose name was a synonym for 
high character, perfect integrity and unqnes- 
tioned personal purity, as well as matchless sa- 
gacity and business success; when he is held 
up as the author of “A Dark and Secret Crime,” as 
aman who ‘Invited Guests to Meet his Mistresses 
at his Table,” as a “Pirate of the Dry Goods 
Ocean ;”’ and I know that such infamous |ibels are 
not only false, but absolutely without the slight- 
est foundation, in fact.

THE BANK CLOSED. 


A Kun Mado Upon the Bank of Anerica, ia 
Philadelphia. 

PuHILApDeLPuiA, April 3.—The Bink of 
America, of this city, closed its doors this 
afternoon, a placard at the entrance simply 
announcing: ‘This bank is temporarily sus- 
pended.’ The failure has not caused much of 
a sensation, because it has for three days been 
known to bé in difficulties. A run upon it 
began Monday, which caused it to lose $100,000 
deposits. It is a state institution, and had 
‘twelve branches scattered about the city. The 
‘deposits of the main office and branches aggre- 
gate $700,000. The bank_is closely allied 
to the Insurance Company of America 
and several other finantvial institutions of 
the city, afid today’s suspension is due to ru- 
mors Which were set afloat on Saturday, af- 
fecting the credit of President McFarlane, of 
the insurance company. William M. Smith, 
president of the common council, was a 
pointed receiver. The losses will fall mostly 
on small-shopkeepers, and others who catinot 
well afford to lose their money. Branches of 
the bank located in outlying sections of the 
city attracted this class of customers, the total 
number of depositors said to be 21,000.

SHOT DEAD. . 


A White Boy Kills a Negroin a Macon Dive 
Yesterday. 

Macon, Ga., April 30.—[{Special.]—At about 
8 o’clock this morning Wilkes Howard,a well- 
known negro, was shot and killed by Miller 
O’Neil, a young white boy, in Dominick’s dive 
on Fourth street. e 

From the evidence before the coroner’s jury, 
it seems that four negroes were in the back 
room of the bar dancing,ete. O’Neil wasin 
there, too, and in a friendly way ‘ began 
sparring with the negro. They kept this 
up for several minutes, finally quitting at 
O’Neil’s request. After O’Neil had put on 
his coat, he stepped up to Howard, placed a 
vistol against his head, and killed him. 
Neither, it seems, was mad, and O’Neil 
claimed that he had no intention 
of killing the negro, but 
was only pranking with him. The 
pistol contained only one cartridge, and an at- 
tempt had been made on:several occasions to 
fire this, but without effect. The cartridge 
showed from dents that this was true. The 
coronérs jury rendered a_ verdict to the 
effect that the deceased came to his 
death by a pistol in .the hands 
of O’ Neil, but thal the killing was uninten- 
tional. , 

A warrant, however, was issued for O'Neil 
by the coroner, under instructions of the 
solicitor-general, charging him with murder. 

He was placed in jail until this afternoon at 
3 o'clock, when he was given 
a preliminary hearing before Judge Freeman. 
He was not allowed to give bail and was re- 
manded to jail... 

O'Neil is from Illinois and has only been in 
Macon afew months. Heis a nephew of a 
well-known and prominent railrodd man of 
this city and is said to be a steady boy.

HOLD ANOTHER LARGE CONVEN- 
TION IN ALBANY. 


The Railroads North of the Ohio Consent to 
Receive the Shippers’ Weights as Ac- 
curate—The Acreage Increased. 


Appany, Ga., April °30.—[Special.]—The 
South Georgia Melon-Growers’ association 
convened here today. 

The attendance was large. 

interviews by your correspondent with lead- 
ing growers demonstrated a much larger acre- 
age this year, and many more fertilizers used, 
than in previous years. Nearly eight thousand 
acres were represented. 

At 11:20 the meeting was called to order. A 
list of growers and delegates was furnished, 
showing 140 names. 

President G. R. McCrea, chairman of the 
rate committee, stated that Manager White- 
head, of the Central, and Major Owens, of the 
Plant system, together with 114 roads north of 
the Ohio. river, had agreed to ac- 
cept the weights as given them by 
sworn weighers, appointed by the melon-grow- 
ers upon their wagon scales. 

That question was now solved and the plant- 
ers would have to supply themselves with 
scales at the shipping points, or subject to the 
weights as fixed by the railroad. 

THE QUESTION OF RATES. 

In regard to rates on all railroads south of 
the Ohio river they were the same as last year. 

Mr. J. L. Hand stated that no one line had 
power to fix the rates, many roads being inter- 
ested. The most excessive rates were west of 
the Ohio, ranging from ten to sixteen miles 
per ton mile. The Central associa- 
tion was the most powerful, the Ohio 
and Mississippi being subsidiary. He felt much 
encouraged in looking for a reduction north 
and west. 

He advocated the appointment of one com- 
mission house in each city. A unanimous 
vote of thanks was extended to J. W. White- 
head, of the Central railroad, and James M. 
Brown, of the Western and Atlantic railroad, 
for first agreeing to take the growers’ weights 
from their wagon scales. Wooten & Wooten 
were appointed attorneys for the association. 

Dr. H. L. Watkins, on behalf of the com- 
mittee on turnouts, reported that the railroad 
commission had decided adversely to their 
claims against the Savannah, Florida and 
Western for charging a rental for special side 
tracks. 

The marketing committee had no report 
ready.

It was moved by Mr. Hand that the market- 
ing committee report one name of a good com- 
mission house in each city. 

President R. A. Nesbit, of the Georgia Fruit 
and Vegetable exchange, of Macon, made an 
address stating the benefit of the exchange, 
and recommending that a branch be estab- 
lished at Albany. 

E. A. Morris, of Chicago, representing the 
Florida ailiance, favored an exchange, noting 
that 75 per cent of last year’s orange crop was, 
by the efforts of the Florida exchange, . sold 
from the trees. 

It was moved that a weekly paper started 
in Macon last night, The Trucker and Lumber- 
man, be made the organ of the association. 

Editor Dozier made an appeal for his 
paper. 

Mr. J. S. Davis opposed the motion, stating 
that the association wanted no organ. He 
paid an eloquent tribute to Tur Constitvu- 
TION and the Albany News and Advertiser, 
as papers which had worked indefatigably for 
the interest of the melon-growers, and never 
shirked their duty. 

“Let that paper,” he_ said, ‘‘compete 
with the others, and let its reward be commen- 
surate with its merits.”’ 

It was warinly seconded by Messrs. Hand, 
Forfest and others, and the motion was with- 
drawnh. 

There being no further business the associa- 
tion adjourned to meetin Albany the fourth 
Wednesday in May.

Haltstead’s Gries Humor. 
Referring toa recent allusion in THE Con- 
ETITUTION tothe famous newspaper quadri- 
lateral, Editor Halstead makes some explana- 
tory remarks ia regard to the matter, and 
follows them up.with some very interesting 
comments, | 

‘‘Perhaps,’’ says he, ‘‘it will be an aston- 
ishing statement in the latitude of Atlanta 
that in the first place there was not sectional 
prejudice and hatred. It has been one of 
the persistent weaknesses of ‘the southern 
editors and politicians generally to believe in 
northern bitterness and malevolence, but the 
northern people have been neither bitter nor 
malignant.” 

Phe trouble about Editor Halstead is that 
he is constantly subscribing to che grimmest 
kind of jokes, His humor is neither heavy 
nor dull, but it sometimes has a touch of the 
sardonic, and it-is difficult on all occasions 
to take him seriously, ‘Our impression has 
been all along that at the close of the war 
both sections were engaged in gnawing con- 
siderable hunks of prejudice, based on com- 
mon ignorance of each other and mutual 
misunderstanding at first. At the south the 
surrender was made and the situation ac- 
cepted in good faith, and the feeling that 
might be described as sectional prejudice has, 
as we believe, entirely disappeared from the 
hearts and minds of this people. 


But, when Editor Halstead tells us that 


there has been no sectionalism, prejudice nor 
bitterness at the north, he allows his grim 
humor to discredit the protests of the ablest 
northern republicans, and to discredit the 
party of which he is an important factor. 
We have never supposed that there would be 
any prejudice at the north, apart from ‘the 
purely professional attitude of the partisan 
politicians, if the people of that section had 
any knowledge or conception of the facts of 
the situation in the south. We have felt 
that their attitude was based on the un- 
patriotic and sectional attitude of the repub- 
Jican party, and on the constant and per- 
sistent misrepresentations of this section by 
the republican orators and organs. Asa 
piece of satire, Editor Halstead’s statement 
is certainly suggestive. 

To take Mr. Halstead seriously is to credit 
a charge against the northera people that is 
al:nost sinister in its severity. It isto say 
that in cold blood they have endorsed every 
attenipt at oppressive legislation, and all the 
results of carpet-baggism. We donot take 
Editor Halstead seriously, however. We are 
familiar with his whims and oddities. We 
know that the northern péople have endorsed 
the southern policy of the republican party 


_*“<only because they are ignorant of the situa- 


tion here. There is no other explanation of 
this endorsement. The masses of the people 
of the north are not after offices. Those 
who are arrayed against the south occupy 
that attitude because they have been taught 
to believe that what is called “the old rebel 
spirit’’ still survives here.

Wedderburn and the Conger Bill. 
Mr. Alex J. Wedderburn, chairman of the 
legislative committee of the Virginia State 
grange, which is a sonorous title, sends us a 


slip, from which we cull the following: 

There isa great commotion raised about the 
Conger lard bill throughout the south. That this 
commotion is based upon a mistake can easily be 
demonstrated. The southern farmer will not be 
injured by the passage of the Conger bill—on the 
contrary he will be benefited. 

‘1. By being-able to buy compound lard at its leg- 
itzmate value and not at an exorbitant profit that 
robs him of from one to two millions annually. 

2. By showing the real merit of this splendid 


‘vegetable oil, which sold under its proper name 


will compete with any culinary oil upon its merits 
and demand a higher price and a larger market. 


Mr. Wedderburn is simply mistaken in his 
views, and his arguments—or, rather, his 
dogmatic statements—prove nothing what- 
ever. The commotion at the south over the 
Conger bill isnot only natural, but justifia- 
ble. It will be time enough for Mr. Wed- 
derburn to say that this commotion is based 
on a mistake when he proves it. - 

It is admitted on all hands that the refined 
cotton seed oil isa pure and wholesome food 
product. Its mixture with compound lard 
is simply one of its uses and serves to extend 
its market and to increase the demand for it. 
Whatever increases the demand for the oil 
must necessarily increase the demand forthe 
cotton seed, and thereby increase their price. 

There is as yet a prejudice ‘on the part of 
the public to the use of refined cotton seed 
oilas food. It is not the prejudice of taste, 
but of habit. Its use in compound lard is 
one of the steps towards its general use as a 
culinary oil in the place of hog’s fat, which, 
even in its refined state, is unclean and un- 
wholesome. If Mr. Weddérburn has the 
common sense for which we give him,credit 
he knows that when congress taxes com- 
pound lard out of existence as an adulterated 


food, it degrades cotton seed oil in the pub 


lic estimation. This will be one of the ef- 
fects of the law, but it will not be the only 
one. The market for the oil. will be nar- 
rowed, a thriving industry will be crippled, 
and the farmers of the south, white 
and black, will no longer be able to dispose 
of their seed profitably. oye es

Mr. Wedderbusn 
says that the manufacturers of compound 
lard, one of the ingredients of which is cot- 
ton seed oil, are making an exorbitant profit 
of from one to two millions annually. _ But 
Mr. Wedderburn is mistaken here. They 
are not making an exorbitant profit. They 

may be making more than twe or three mil- 
lions annually, but so long as they furnish a 
cheap and wholesome article of: food, their 
profits cannot be exorbitant. On the other 
hand, Mr. Wedderburn seems to be anxious 
that the pork-packers shall make an exorbi- 
tant profit out of their filthy hog’s fat, and 
to that end he is willing that not only the 
southern farmers, but the whole public shall 
suffer. | 

For a southern man, Mr. Wedderburn oc- 
cupies an unenviable position. 


The Five Sisters of Moscow. 

The deliberate suicide of five sisters in 
Moscow to escape arrest will emphasize as 
‘nothing else could the courage and devotion 
of the nihilists, 

Suspected, and aware of their danger, 
these girls, the youngest only nineteen, care- 
fully burned all the papers in their posses- 
sion that would injure their cause, and then 
they calmly went to their last sleep. 

All over Russia there are men and women 
just as brave and equally ready to sacrifice 
themselves. They are increasing in number, 
Imprisonment, exile, death have no terrors 
forthem, They are determined to compass 
the death of the czar and make the people 
free, 

Against such fanatics the government ean 
make no headway. Sooner or. later the 
oath-bound comrades of the five sisters will 
do their appointed work. 

There is only one hope for imyer alism. 
A foreign war would perhaps unite the peo- 
ple. The dream of conquest is always 
alluring, and the Russians are fighters or 
nothing. A successful war might pacify the 
masses, and gradually the government might 
be reformed without being overthrown by a 
revolution. 

War outside may prevent or delay the 
threatened danger within. While he is sur- 
rounded by people like the five sisters of 
Moscow, the czars life is not worth the 
smallest coin that ever came from his mint. 


A Tariff for the Classes. 

Some of the unjust and odious features of 
the proposed republican tariff bill have al- 
ready been pointed out in these columns. 

The bill bears heavily upon some of the 
common necessaries of life. It strikes at the 
many for the benefit of the few. It taxes 
the masses to enrich the classes. 

We spoke the other day of the increased 
duties upon guns, razors, al] sorts of knives 
and table cutlery. But the proposed duties 
on glassware and pottery are. just as bad. 
Heretofore these articles of common use in 
every family have been taxed from forty-five 
to sixty per cent. The new bill increases 
the duties on these articles from twenty-five 
to four hundred per cent, and the list em- 
braces such things as white opal globes, com- 
mon student chimneys, crystal student chim- 
neys, common opal shades, tumblers, vases, 
white earthenware and decorated earthen- 
ware. : } 

When the republic was engaged in a mighty 
civil war, and was levying heavy taxes to 
raise between three and four million dollars 
a day to support the armies in the field, con- 
gress never dared to lay such duties. In 
these peaceful and prosperous times when 
the government’s surplus money is a burden, 
we need a smaller revenue, and protection 
for its own sake alone is not to be thought of. 

The republican tariff scheme cannot be 
characterized as a legitimate revenue meas- 
ure. All through it will be found*evidences 
of the deliberate taxation of the masses for 
the profit of a few special classes, 

Briefly, the republican programme is to 
make the tariff entirely in the interests of 
high protection, or monopoly, instead of 
making it raise a necessary revenue for an 
economical administration, with the natural 
protection that such duties would afford our 
industries. against cheap iabor in foreign 
countries. 

The farmers and the masses, whether they 
are democrats or republicans, should take a 
business view of this matter. They cannot 
afford to be taxed for protection per se. It 
is all right to tax them for the economical 
expenses Of the government, but it is all 
wrong to tax them to increase the wealth and 
power of a few rich manufacturers. 

Give us a tariff for the masses, and let the 
classes take care of themselves.

This need not give serious trouble. however, 
when we remember that only three of Adam’s 
family are mentioned by name, though the 
third verse of the fifth chapter tells us that 
Adam lived 130+years before Seth was born, 
and the next two verses say: ‘‘And the days 
of Adain after he had begotten Seth were 800 
years; and he begat sons and daughters. And 
all the days that Adam lived were 930 years; 
and he died.” ; 

The statement that he “begat sons and 
daughters,’’ comes after the mention of Seth’s 
birth; but it should be observed that the record 
is not rigidly chronologica!. Thus in the first 
and second cinapters of Genesis the order of 
creation of animals appears to be different. In 
the first chapter the creation of plants and 
animals is recorded in about the same order 
that the geologists have assigned to them. In 
the nineteenth verse of the second chapter it 
appears at a first glance that Adam was created 
first and the animals were made and brought 
to him to be named. When read with the con- 
text, however, it appears simply to refer to 
animals already created. 

In passing it ig worth while to note that the 
six-day record of the creation found in the 
Hebrew scriptures is consistent both with the 
geological record of the earth’s crust and ‘the 
traditions of other ancient nations, if we al- 
low that the werd day may,’ in successive 
handing down through so many ages, have 
been given as a translation for some other 
word which meant age or period. The objec- 
tion to this is the expression, ‘‘And the even- 
ing and the morning were the first day,” ete. ; 
but when we study the record of the rocks, we 
find that the geological periods had their 
zeniths, as it were. The characteristic ani- 
mals of the period developed to their greatest 
proportions and the® began to fall away 

Thus there was 
we may believe the _ evi- 
dence of the fossil remains, when 
amphibians weré developed to enormous size 
They subsequently fell away, and are either

he reasonableness of the interpretation of 
the scriptural day as an age or period is 
strengthened when we examine the traditional 
history of early peoples. The Etrurian tradi- 
tion was that creation took place in six periods 
of a thousand years each, and that men ap- 
peared in the last, after the sun; moon and 
stars, and all living things had been brought 
into existence by God. According to the Per- 
sian mythology, Ormuzd, the god of light, 
created, by his word, the visible world in six 
periods of a thousand years each, and man 
was formed last. The Bamians in India 
said that God made the world 
and the creatures belonging td it,’ and 
created man, whocame forth from the earth at 
the divine command, his head protrnding first 
and his\body, and life was conveyed into the 
man. God gave him for companion!a woman 
and the'two lived together as man/ and wife. 
Unto them were born four sons of different 
temperaments, for whom God made four 
women, and the four quarters of the aba were 


peopled by their progeny. 

Josephus says Adam had many 'sons and 
daughters and it would be tediousto name 
them. There was anold Hebrew tradition 
that Adam had thirty-three sons and twenty- 
three daughters. 

The population existing at the time of C§n’s 
marriage and the building of the city Enos has 
been accounted for by another theory. The 
Scripture speaks of the sons of God 
and the sons of men, and some 
suppose that the sonsof God were descendants 
of Adam, whom God created in his own 
image, and that the sons of men were an 
a race of men, who already peopled the 
earth. 

There is no foundation for this unlikely 
supposition. The explanation of the terms, 
‘“‘sons of God,” and “sons of men,”’ is easily 
found in the fact that Cain’s descendants be- 
came very wicked, and the descendants of 
( to serve God. With the 
birth of Seth’s son the sacred writer says, 
“Then began men to call upon the name of 
the Lord.”” When the sons of God began to 
marry the daughters of men, it is recorded 
that men became very wicked, and then it 
was that God repen that he had created 
them, and brought the flood to destroy them.

It was intended for private use, but may be 


4 YOUNG LADY LOSES HER LIFE 
YESTERDAY, 


Her Clothes Catch Fire from the Stove 
at Which She Was Cooking and 
She Is Horribly Burned. 


Miss Fannie Walker was burned to death 
at her residence, No. 115 East Fair street, 
yesterday afternoon. 

She ‘is a young lady about seventeen years 
old, anid resides with her mother,a widow lady, 
who is employed at Simon & Frohsin’s. 

Yesterday, about two o’clock, Miss Fannie 
was cooking dinner on an oil stove in a room 
in the second story of. her residence, and in 
some way walked too near the stove, and her 
dress cahght fire. 

. Frantic with fright, she rushed down stairs, 
the flames flashing all over her body as she ran. 
She reached the residence of Mr. John Corri- 
gan, next door, and feil exhausted on the front 
porch. 

Her screams attracted the attention of the 
neighborhood, and an alarm of fire was sent in 
from box thirty-six, corner Washington and 
Fair streets, and the department responded. 

By the time Chief Joyner arrived on the 
scene, the neighbors had smothered the flame 
with a blanket, but her clothing was still on 
fire, and he quickly removed the burning gar- 
ments and assisted in getting her inside the 
house. 

The condition of the poor girl was frightful 
beyond description. She had rolled on the 
grass inthe back yard, in attempting to ex- 
tinguish the flames, until her clothing was 
almost consumed, before she reached Mr. Cor- 
rigan’s home. The few shreds that remained 
were burning into the tender flesh when Chief 
Joyner and others removed them. ; 

There was jhardly a spot of sound flesh on 
her limbs and body, and her chest was burned 
She had kept her hands 
over her face sothatit was not burned, but 
her hair was scorched and singed by the flames. 

As soon as she was placed on the lounge she 
asked Dr. Noble, who was the first physician 
to arrive, what he thought of her condition, 
and when he told her that he feared there was 
very little hope for her, she asked for some- 
body to pray for. her, and mentioned Dr. 
Barnett. Sombody present said that Dr. 
Barnett was some distance away, and then Dr. 
Strickler was spoken of,and she assented. Chief 
Joyner got in his buggy and .drove over to Dr. 
Strickler’s residence and carried him to where 
the girl lay moaning in agony. 

The scene was a touching one as the good 
minister knelt by her side and offered upa 
fervent petition in her behalf, while sobs and 
tears came from those present. 

Chief Joyner went to the room where the 
burning occurred, and in his opinion, from the 
appearance of the room, she had attempted to 
fill the lamp of the oil stove while it was 
lighted,‘as an oil can was lying on the floor 
some distance from the stove, and oil was 
scattered over the floor. 

Mrs. Walker was notified of the terrible 
accident, and her grief was heartrending. 
Drs. Armstrong and O’Brien were afterwards 
summoned, and the young lady was given 
every attention. 

Her body was so badly burned, however, 
that death was believed to be inevitable. Miss 
Walker isa mogt lovable young lady, and her 
sad misfortune is sincerely deplored by a large 
circle of friends. 

The neighbors came to her relief and did all 
that could possibly be done to soothe and com- 
fort her. 

All that medical skill and the tender minis- 
trations of loving hands could do were done, 
but without avail. She lingered in the most 
excruciating agony until 10:45 o’clock last 
night, and then her gentle spirit took its flight 
and her sufferings were ended. 

Mrs. Walker is heart-broken over the terri” 
ble death of her daughter, and in her grief she 
has the sympathies of all who are acquainted 
with the sad facts of the tragedy.

A RUNAWAY TEAM. 


THREE PERSONS BADLY HURT IN AN

) Who Threaténs to Hotsewhip a Prominent 
Citizen. 


Ricumonp, Va., April 30.—[Special.]~Con- 
siderable excitement was occasioned on the 
floor of the Tobacco exchange, when Mr.

The Desperate Deed of a Negress — She 
_ Shoots Her Pursuer. 

GREENVILLE, S. C., April 30.—[Special.]— 
A negro named Mack Thaxton became enraged 
with a woman named Amanda Williams, on 
Saturday night last, and began - beating her so 
thatshé ran under her house to escape him. 
He pursued and dragged her out, and began 
beating her again, when she broke away and ran 
into the house.

A Terrible Boiler Explosion Near Nashville,

NASHVILLE, -Tenn., April 30.—[Special.]— 
A new boiler on the farm of W. H. Singer, 
several miles from the city, on the White’s 
Creek turnpike, exploded: shortly after Frank 
Singer had started a fire init.

The baby, besides having its skull 
crushed, was burned very severély, and died 
from the effect of its injuries. Frank Singer, 
though blown through the roof of the boiler 
shed, was not seriously injured. <A part of the 
boiler tlew upward 150 feetin the air. The 
explosion was due to a flaw in the bottom of 
the boiler.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Flodr of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

New York, April 30.—The stock market showed 
some increase in trading today, but that was all 
in the afternoon, while it was feverish and irregu- 
lar during most of the time, and for the first time 
in many days general changes show a majority of 
losses, though they are confined to fractional 
amounts in all cases. The reaction was due toa 
combination of causes, though the chief of them is 
probably the desire of the sold-out bulls to recover 
their late sal@& at a profit. There is alsoa feeling 
of uneasiness over the labor demonstrations to be 
held tomorrow, both here and abroad, and the 
questien as to whether these demonstrations. will 
pass off quietly or inaugurate a series of strikes 
and a consequent demoralization of business. In 
addition to this there isthe lack of anything to. 
show the probability of an early settlement. 
of the western railroad fight, as the news of such 
a settiement, circulated yesterday, was evidently 
premature. There seems to be no confidence that 
Missouri Pacifie and Rock Island will be able to 
agree on terms, but the fight between these roads 
has almost ceased to be a disturbing element in 
the ceneral market, though a settlement would 
undoubtedly add to the general feeling of contfi- 
dence and aidspeculation. Some events of minor 
importance, such as the large bank~ failure 
in Vhiladelphia, the usual temporary scar- 
city of money’ ineident to the first 
of the month, had their influence. The leading 
features of the day wererSt. Paul, Rock Island, 
Northern Pacific preferred, Canada Southern and 
Wheeling and Lake Erie common,and those stocks 
are the only ones showing any improvement at the 
close of the day. Onthe other hand, New Eng- 
Jand, Missouri Pacific,Lake Shore and some of the 
epecialties were most conspicuous for weakness, 
A great sustaining factor in the market 
was the still unusually large amount of purchases 
for foreign accounts, notwithstaming the fact 
that today was holiday in Berlin, and tomorrow 
will be one in London. The high figures cabled 
from London are, in some measure, due to the fact 
that two weeks’ interest is carried upon them, and 
when the next settlement day comes their figures 
will be more upon a parity with ours. There was 
no résponse to the London buying thiS morning, 
and the first prices were generally unchanged or 
Dut slightly different from last évyening’s 
figures, and the pressure to sell, 
notwithstanding the support of the 
foreigner,s caused a fractional recession in the 
arly dealings, which was followed by compara- 
tive dullness. - This seemed to bring in new buy- 
‘ing again, however, and the market recovered 
slowly until late in the day when the high rates for 
money, which rose to six per cent, again sagged 
the list off, though the close was quite firm. The 
streneth shown at times by Canada Southern, 
Rock Island, Burlington and Quincy, and North- 
ern Pacitic preferred, helped on the rally materi- 
ally. Sales of listed reached 319,000; unlisted 46,- 
000 shares.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, April 30—New life was infused into 
the market today and a larger business in wheat 
was transacted. Out8ide orders were more numer- 
ous and notwithstanding a prominent trader sold 
very freely the market held upand advanced 
steadily from the opening. There was a general 
buying movement in which the country was well 
represented. The opening was about the same as 
yesterday’s closing and prices advanced with only 
slight fluctuations, 1\e for July, then eased off 
some, again rallied, and closed about ic higher 
than yesterday. June advanced 1%4c and closed 
1c higher and May advanced 5c, elosing %c 
higher than yesterday. The principal factor in 
the market was the bullish crop report of the 
Farmer’s Review. Weather in the northwest is 
reported dry and warm and that rain would be 
beneficial. The influences mentioned induced 
some active covering by shorts and general buy- 
ing. What puzzled the operators was why a peom- 
inent trader who had been identified with the 
long side should have sold so freely and in spite of 
this the market advanced so rapidly. It fully 
demonstre that one man power is of no avail now- 
adays against the movement, be it buying or sell- 
ing. 

Gorn was traded into a fair extent, though 
most of the business consisted in changing May 
to more deferred deliveries, particularly July. 
The feelingearly in the day around the opening 
was rajher heavy, but later the market firmed. It 
opened a shade under yesterday’s closing, gradu- 
ally sola up %@\e, eased off some, ruled steady 
and closed 4@\c higher than yesterday.
